“T am not permitted to say very 
much about the air cargo service 
we are operating for the Army, 
except that it was arranged vol- 
untarily by the air lines and the 
War Department on a nonprofit 
contract basis.

Death Closes Medical, 
Political and Radio 
Career of Kansan. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, May 
26.—()—Death teday closed the 


turbulent medical, political and 
radio career of Dr. John Richard 
Brinkley, 56, rejuvenation — sur- 
geon known popularly as “the 
goat gland doctor.” 

Dr. Brinkley died in his sleep 
at 2 a. m., central war time, of a 
heart ailment which followed the 
amputation of a leg in Kansas 
City several months ago. He had 
been under the care of physi- 
cians at: Del Rio and San Antonio 
since his return to Texas. 

Tirs. Brinkley end their son, 
John, were at his bedside. 

The former Milford (Kan.) sur- 
geon pioneered in medical broad- 
casting in 1923 and built up a 
fortune from rejuvenation oper- 
ations advertised by his _ radio 
voice heard from Mexican sta- 
tions into many of the states to 
the north. 

Plagued by litigation growing 
out of his practice and financial 
affairs, Dr. Brinkley was shielded 
from contact with all but his kin 
and close friends through his last 
days. 

Sex-rejuvenation and. life. 
lengthening treatments alleged to 
have been offered through the 
mails by the colorful, goateed 
surgeon—three times candidate 
for governor of Kansas—brought 
a federal indictment against him 
last September in Little Rock. 

Dr. Brinkley, who once owned 
three princely yachts, each of 
them named “Dr. Brinkley,” was 
fdjudged bankrupt in San An- 
tonio last year. At a hearing be- 
fore his creditors here he testified 
he was shorn of his once-vast for- 
tunes, but that he then clung to 
life insurance policies valued at 
$350,900.

President Believes That 


Substitutes Can Be 
Developed Soon. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—(/)— 
An apparent disagreement be- 
tween President Roosevelt and war 
agency heads on the acuteness of 
the rubber tire situation arose to- 
day, with the chief executive say- 
ing he thought tire substitutes 
could be developed before the tires 
mow in use wear out completely. 

There was nothing in the situa- 
tion to get excited about, Mr. 
Roosevelt added, speaking of a 


situation which was described as’ 


“grim” only a few days ago in a 
joint statement by Donald M. Nel- 
son, head of WPB; Leon Hender- 
son, price administrator; Joseph B. 


Eastman, transportation director, 


and Arthur B. Newhall, rubber co- 
ordinator. 

The agencies involved were al- 
ready at work on plans for nation- 
wide gasoline rationing—now con- 
fined to the east—and Mr. Roose- 
velt’s statement of today caused a 
round of hurried conferences. The 
rationing had been projected as a 
means of saving rubber. 

Leaders Confer. 

Nelson conferred with Hender- 
son, Newhall and Isadore Lubin, 
an economic adviser, after learn- 
ing of the President’s statement. 

Later at a press conference, Ne!- 
gon said he assumed Mr. Roosevelt 
Was expressing the same hope that 
he himself had voiced, that sub- 
stitute materials might be found to 
provide transportation for the 
civilian public. 

He saw, however, but little as- 
gurance that this would be the 
case, and reiterated that no rub- 
ber, including synthetics, was in 
sight for civilian tires within the 
next two years. 

Newhall said he was hopeful 
that “we'll find something useful 
—but it won't be made of rub- 
ber.” 

WPB, Nelson said, “discussed 
with Eastman the _ rationing of 
transportation as applied to rub- 
ber tired vehicles, but it doesn’t 
leok as if it woulki be administra- 
tively possible to get it under way 
by July 1.” 

This date had been frequently 
mentioned as the possible starting 
time of nationwide gas rationing. 

Nelson said no steps were being 
taken officially toward the com- 
mandeering of tires and that a 
special act of congress would be 
needed for that in any event. 
However, he said a plan would 
goon be announced under which 
car owners could voluntarily sell 
extra tires to the RFC.

Miller, tutor of the Greene children and a classmate 
of Eli Whitney at Yale College.

But a smooth-faced youth gained 
admittance, disguised as a woman, and studied the 
gin. Whitney unsuccessfully tried to protect his 
invention in the courts but lost-everything. In 1798, 
however, he got a government contract to manu- 
facture firearms and in his factory at Whitney- 
ville, Connecticut, more than made up his losses.

More important, however, than the choice 
of a winner, in one sense, is the importance that 
a complete vote be cast.

There is no need to describe in detail, to an 
American, what this nation and its free allies 
are fighting for in this war. In the words of 
Winston Churchill, we shall quickly find out 
and understand in full what we fight for if the 
Axis wins. 

Among the most precious rights of citizen- 
ship which we should lose if we lose the war, 
is the right to cast a free ballot, without fear 
or coersion, for the election of public officials.

Past election records 
show this, in the large numbers of qualified 
voters customarily missing from the ballot boxes 
when the final count is made.

Self-Evident Truth 


It is self-evident to all reasonin# persons 
that, with few exceptions, industry is reaping 
no exorbitant profits out of war contracts at 
this time. Whatever may have been the story 
in other wars, there can be no topheavy profit- 
eering to be made out of this war. The rate of 
taxes imposed upon regular corporate earnings 
as well as upon excess profits takes care of that 
situation quite effectively. 

The National Association of Manufacturers 
has issued a report on this subject that is of 
unusual interest. The report shows that profit 
margins on gross business are narrower today 
than at any time since 1930 and that the steady 
increase in tax rates automatically holds them 
to low figures. 

Analyzing 1,907 completed Naval contracts 
the report showed that the net profit on 1,013 
of these will be approximately 3.4 per cent after 
taxes are deducted. On 717 aircraft contracts 
the net profit after taxes will be about four 
per cent. On 115 ordnance contracts the net 
profit is about 3.5 per cent. And so on. 

There may be a few, rare instances where 
profits apparently have been high. There have 
been a few cases where the contractor has 
voluntarily returned to the government sums in 
excess of fair profits, after the contract is filled. 
Such instances, however, are extremely rare 
and but serve to prove the truth of the general 
statement that there can be no war profiteer- 
ing under present tax rates. 

Under this condition it is, too, self-evident 
that increases in wages granted to war workers 
must be paid solely out of the peoples’ tax 
moneys. Profits do not permit any increase 
and therefore higher pay rolls can on!y be 
absorbed through increasing the cost to the 
government—which means the taxpayers. 

Now that ceilings have been set on the prices

Syphilis and War 

On entering World War I, the Army, Navy 
and Public Health Service, the medical profes- 
sion and the American Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion co-operated to achieve the lowest venereal 
disease rate of any war in history. Even so, 
syphilis and gonorrhea took from active duty 
for the duration of the first World War.the 
equivalent of an entire army division—seven 
million days of sick leave. 


Today, as we build for victory, this problem 
is even greater. For wherever military, naval or 
industrial manpower is mobilized those who 
seek to exploit men and women for profit also 
mobilize, unless action is taken against them. 
And chief among the exploiters are those who 
engage in the vicious prostitution racket. 


Modern science and experience have taught 
that no system which permits prostitution to 
flourish protects either the health or the morals 
of a community from the damaging effects of 
this sordid business. Segregation of prostitutes 
in licensed houses in a red light district does 
not prevent the practice of prostitution outside 
the segregated areas. Medical inspection of 
prostitutes is futile and merely .gives a false 


sense of security from disease. The red light 


district helps the vice ring in persuading or 
coercing girls to become prostitutes and pro- 
vides a market for their sale. 

Police and law enforcement officials can 
reduce prostitution to a minimum, simply by 
enforcing the laws, especially those laws aimed 
at the “madams,” landlords, agents, procurers 
and other exploiters whose greedy hands take 
the earnings of unfortunate women and girls. 


Public officials take action against the vice 
rings whenever the citizens demand action. The 
responsibility rests, therefore, on the citizens. 
They can drive out the traffickers in human 
bodies, the profiteers in human health and 
morals, whenever they organize and exert their 
powers and rights as citizens. 

Laws against the prostitution racketeers 
must be enforced and vicious resorts closed. All 
means of informing the public must help stimu- 
late citizens to action, while workers of friendly 
agencies advise and guide young people—espe- 
cially girls in need of protection or medical care. 
Physicians and health workers must help check 
the spread of syphilis and gonorrhea by finding, 
treating and preventing these diseases. Of prime 
importance are the efforts of the American 
Social Hygiene Association to help state and 
municipal authorities curb prostitution in train- 
ing areas and industrial centers. The results 
of these efforts which must be continued and 
expanded have been gratifying to milivary and 
civil authorities alike. But to carry on this 


important work increased funds are needed. 


Dr. Frank K. Boland is appealing to Atlanta 
citizens today for support of the war program 
of the American Social Hygiene Association to 
protect soldiers, sailors, industrial workérs and 
all citizens alike from these diseases. 

Every man and woman in the community 
can contribute something to victory in this way.

SOUTHERN FARMING 
(Frm The White County News) 

Diversified crop farming has been preached 
to the farmers of the south for years, but maybe 
jt has taken a war and the efficient buying meth~- 
ods of the Quartermaster Corps to show clearly 
its dollars and cents value. 

There were golden days when cotton was king 
and he ruled over an affluent south. Years passed 
and erosion sent its destructive tentacles creeping 
through the fields and helped the continuous one- 
crop hammering create cotton-weary farms. The 
soil needed rebuilding and the farmers were told 
of crops that would help rebuild it, but the fact 
remained that cotton still was the major “money 
crop.” 

Skip through some years to this war, and the 
new buying methods adopted by the Quartermas- 
ter Corps. One phase of this policy is to buy, 
wherever possible, farm products in the: area 
where they are to be used. This opened a tre- 
mendous market for No. 1 grade fruits and vege- 
tables, right where they are native—the south- 
land. Quartermaster market centers have been 
established at strategic points throughout the 
south, whefe quartermaster buyers purchase the 
produce that eventually goes into the company 
mess halls to make American fighting men the 
best-fed soldiers in the world. 

And by a specially designed plan, farmers who 
are small growers may pool their produce, send 
it to the market centers and each receive cash 
proceeds according to the amount he has contrib- 
uted to the pool. 

If followed up systematically when the Axis 
is licked, these methods should see in Dixie not 
one, but many crops that will return fertility to 
the soil and from which the farmers can obtain 
ready cash,

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
CARGO SHIPS.OF AIR WASHINGTON, May 26.—Glenn L. 


Martin, the aircraft designer and 
manufacturer, has given us a surprising look into the future as 
regards coming flying conditions. 

* Once the war is won, he declares, great peacetime fleets of 
250,000 and 600,000-pound planes will be the 
commercial transports of the post-war era, re- 
placing many of the cargo surface vessels that 
now ply the seven sees. Their capacity, and 
speed will be limited only to the daily volume 
of cargo to be carried and the number of trips 
desired. 

Already the Martin company has completed 
a 140,000-pound flying boat for war purposes. 
It suffered an unfortunate accident in the first 

_ trials, but has been repaired and is now sched- 
uled to undergo final flight tests the first of 
June. Great fleets of these monstrous ships, 
the largest in the world, promise to make one 
of the most striking contributions to Allied 
determination to win the war. 

Already, also, the Martin company has com- 
pleted designs for a.250,000-pound flying boat, 
which is now ready for production. These, 
together with the 140,000-pounders, may play 

the deciding role in eventual victory. 

The projected 250,000-pound giant of the sky will carry 102 
passengers with 80 pounds of baggage apiece, 25,000 pounds of mail 
and a crew of 12, at a speed that will cover the distance from New 
York to London in 13 hours. Its multiple motors and improved 
types of steel going into aircraft production will make the flight as 
safe and as fast as an overnight train trip from Chicago to New York. 

“There are new materials not yet 


STRONGER MATERIALS 
ready for use,” said Mr. Martin, 


“that have a tensile strength of 1,000,000 pounds per square inch. 
This material is sometimes referred to as glass, because it is made 
out of the same kind of material from which glass is manufac- 
tured. ... Refinement of these immensely strong yet far lighter 
materials means that an ever-increasing proportion of the gross 
weight of airplanes will be payload. Even today our large wing 
boats are carrying more than their own weight in disposable load.” 

All of this is a far cry from the 33-hour lone hop from New 
York to Paris which Lindbergh made more than a dozen years ago. 
Yet it is as much of a future certainty today as it is that we are 
going to win the.war. Scientific progress and wars move hand in 
hand. War emergencies mother necessities which give rise to 
greater scientific research than is found in peacetime. 

We have the word of Mr. Martin, one of the foremost of our 
aeronautical engineers, that world transportation will be revolu- 
tionezd after the war because of the vast improvements wrought 
The various world capitals will be reduced in 
travel time to a series of overnight hops. It is destined to bring 
great changes in civilization everywhere—a new era of more in- 
timate world relationships. 


While designed with an eye to 
future peaceful pursuits, the new 
Martin behemoths of the air will go into production for their im- 
mediate military value. Many a whimper will wail up from Berlin 
and Tokyo when they begin to crowd the skies. Reduce the poten- 
tial payload of those 240,000-pound giants to bombs and you get 
50,000 pounds of dynamite. That means that 50 bombs weighing 
1,000 pounds each could be dropped from each ship on every flight. 
Our smaller bombers carry only a fraction of this amount. 

One startling revelation made by the Baltimore aircraft manu- 
facturer is that American warplane production has already reached 
a point where it “is nearly twice that of Germany—and all of this 
before the automobile companies had. begun to roll our airplanes.” 
This is heartening news that lives up to the mechanical genius of 
America. At the time the war started we were making about 500 
planes a year. Now we are in the thousands monthly. 

There is no longer the slightest doubt of the ability of American 
industry to produce the 185,000 planes which President Roosevelt 
They were to 
be produced over a period of two years—1942 and 1943. That pro- 
gram will be well met—exceeded if needs be. 


MIRACLE OF MECHANICS The great American automo- 


bile industry, converted to 


war production immediately after Pearl Harbor, is achieving a 
miracle of mechanics. Henry Ford’s tremendous Willow Run plant 
is just catching its stride. The huge Bell plant in Atlanta is getting 
under way. By late fall or the beginning of next year we will have 
enough planes to meet the Germans and the Japs on easy terms 
over their own ground. Then the war will start in earnest for us.

We always 
could get rubber from the Dutch East Indies or from the English 
rubber possessions.) That was fine, except the Japs hadn't been 
told. 


AS TO STOCKPILES As long as 19 years ago one Harvard 


7 professor was writing a book about the 
advisability of this nation always having on hand great stockpiles 
of the alloy metals—chrome, vanadium, beryllium, bauxite ores, 
and so on. 

They laughed at him, too. He was working for the government, 
and commuting back to Harvard, at the time. He had been asked 
for, but because he kept demanding they do something about stock- 
piles of rubber and metals, and also that they do something about 
planned shipping, they demoted him down four places. 

He kept right on, though, and even though he was four places 
down the list, he managed to get some stockpiles in a few of the 
metals. And he got some shipping started in the right direction so 
that it was bringing back stuff the Army was going to need. 

As a result of this, we aren’t in such a dangerous spot in some 
of the more necessary metals. The Army and Navy shudders to 
think where it would have been if this college professor, with what 
he had learned out of books and travel and history, hadn’t made 
such a nuisance of himself. They thank God he wasn’t a “prac- 
tical man.” 

But he didn’t get the rubber. 
that. They knew so much better. 

And that’s why today gasoline is being rationed and why they 
may have to strip off our tires. The need for rubber is desperate. 
We could have had enough for two or three years of all military 
and civilian use if only the suggested plan had been followed. We 
also would have had the synthetic rubber plants started more than 
a year ago. 

But—one of those college professors was trying to tell prae- 
tical men what to do and, of course, that would never do. 

Germany made great use of her trained men, using them in 
all her fields of government and in her war preparations. She 
listened to her economists and her geographers.. She had great 
stocks of materials. Her war plans are based on those supplied by 
professors of geography, the subject we quit teaching in grade 
schools. If she loses it won’t be their fault. They got her ready. 

We won't listen to professors. Not us! 


MATTER OF RECORD As a matter of record, the most effi- 


cient work being done in our 
ment structure is being done by the men recruited from college 
faculties. 

The economists, historians, geographers and sociologists have 
been doing magnificent work, quietly and withoyt publicity. The 
few eccentrics who did get into the papers and into the public eve 
brought about a lot of unfortunate publicity and criticism. It had 
its fortunate side, in that it got the men out of their positions. 

But in all the bureaus many patriotic, skilled experts and spe- 
cialists from the universities are doing a very real job. 

The professors say that the practical men are all right. They 
are honest and sincere. But, they argue, you don’t get anywhere 
when you pull a man out of a business and put him in charge of a 
department which regulates that business on a national scale and 
in which regulation he has to be tough and crack down o 
former associates, 

He sees it the way the business sees it. And not as the de- 
mands of war make it necessary to be seen. The historic example, 
of course, is Knudsen. The time lost waiting for him to do a job 
was tremendous. And costly. He is a splendid man and a sincere 
one. But he saw only one facet of the job. 

The story of the professors in government will be written one 
day. And it will contain a really magnificent contribution even 
though much of their effort was frustrated and nullified by more 
practical men.

We were all taught to despise hypocrites. We would despise 
them anyway, without any teaching. Anybody who has regard for 
truth and honesty feels a natural contempt for the oily fraud whe 
pretends to be righteous when he isn’t—the long-faced, eye-rolling 
fellow who smacks his lips over sanctimonious phrases and makes 
a display of his Sunday religion, but hasn’t a decent principle in 
his whole system.

And the 
test of patriotism—or religion—is the way it affects the purse 
strings. . 

There is plenty of Christmas charity patriotism. You know how 
that works. Everybody in the neighborhood, being full of Christ- 
mas spirit, carries a basket to the starving Jones family. Then 
the Joneses feast for a week and go back to starving, for nobody 
thinks about them for another year. 

So a transient emotion prompts us to buy a bond or a few 
stamps with our spare change, and then we cool off and buy no 
more. Emotion doesn't last; only conviction and principle stay on 
the job. 

We've got to have a patriotism that sticks. There isn’t one 
of us, capable of working, but could set aside a regular portion 
of his weekly wage or monthly salary for the purchase of stamps 
or bonds. And very few are doing their utmost. 

You are a typical American, aren’t you? Other people’s minds 
work as yours does. They think of the same tricks and schemes. 
Their patriotism is like yours. 

Why are we stalling? We aren’t asked to give anything, but 
only to lend it. If we aren’t willing to do that much—to lend all 
we can out of each pay check—let’s quit pretending to be patriots.
